Accident West of 


Rochelle is Fatal 


to Cicero Citizen 


Arrest Follows Crash on 


U. S, Alternate Rt. 30 


Sunday Afternoon 


Luciano Benigni, 59, of Cicero, 


died in the Lincoln hospital at 
Rochelle Sunday afternoon shortly 
after -1 o'clock, about 30 minutes 
after he had been fatally injured 
in an automobile crash on the 
Lincoln Highway about two miles 
west of "Rochelle/ Guerinno "Biola, 
•19. of Bcrwyn, driver of the car, 
and Sam Vcrroni, 56. of Cicero, a 
third passenger, sustained num- 
erous cuts and bruises but were 
able'to leave the hospital after 
being trealeo'. 


Sgt. George Ives, of the state 


highway police force, who was dis- 
patched to the scene of the crash, 
arrested Ciola, who was taken to 
the Rochelle police station, where 
the officer stated he was held on 
a charge of transporting- liquor 
with broken seals. The state offi- 
cer reported that numerous bottles 
partly filled or empty, found in 
the wrecked car, indicated that all 
three men had been drinking- hea%-- 
iiy. 


On Fishing Expedition 


Miss Esther Glanmeycr, 16. who 


resides near the scene of the 
crash, was about to drive out of 
the farm entrance onto the high- 
way, when she observed the car 
approaching from the wcj>t. She 
and four companions were leaving 
the farm to drive to Rochelle and 
escaped without serious injury. 


Sgt. Ivcs stated today that Miss 


Glanmeycr would be charged with 
operating- an automobile without a 
driver's license. 


The three Italians. Sgt. Ivcs 


staled, had driven out from the 
Chicago area to spend the day 
fishing in Rock river, and were 
returning1 home. According to the 
officer, tracks of the cast bound 
car indicated that it left the paved 
slab a distance of about 00 Cect 
before the accident, heading- direct- 
ly into the car in which Miss Glan- 
meyer and four companions were 
passengers waiting to drive onto 
the highway.

Expect Churchill 
To Bare Post-War 
Scheme This Week 


London. May 22—(AP)—Prime 


Minister Churchill may lay before 
commons this week his plans and 
hopes for world security and a po- 
liced peace, in a prelude to a lib- 
eration message that will be a 
psychological shaft aimed par- 
ticularly at the enemy In occu- 
pied countries. 


And—long, hard years after the 


day of his "blood, sweat, and 
tcais" cry of defiance—Britain's 
prime minister is expected to re- 
peat in effect those fateful words, 
this time not to temper British 
hearts for the uphill struggle, but 
to remind the confident that a 
high price still must be paid for 
victory. 


It is likely, too, that he will 


weave into the foreign policy ad- 
dress an outline of the empire's 
structure, newly strengthened by 
the conference of its prime min- 
isters, and review the economic 
war fare accomplishments in cut- 
ting down aid the nazis had been 
receiving from neutrals. 


Critics to Ko Aiiswenxl 


His statement, opening a for- 


eign policy debate, will be of- 
fered as an answer to criticism 
from some quarters—similar to 
that frequently directed at the 
state department in Washington 
—that the British lack a long 
range pattern for dealing with 
other nations. The task apparent- 
ly leaves him a choice of describ- 
ing formulae or of defending the 
lack of an announced program by 
discussing difficulties of operat- 
ing under any fixed pattern clur- 
inj? war time. 


Interest in diplomatic quarters, 


however, was pin-pointed upon the 
possibility 
that 
Churchill 
will 


chart the course of political and 
economic collaboration after vic- 
tory, and.give a hint of terms for 
Germany upon which the Euro- 
pean advisory commission 
has 


been working. 


They are subjects which have 


been getting increased attention, 
particularly among the govern- 
ments of exiled countries, since 
indications are mounting that a 
conference 
will be held 
soon 


among Russia, Britain, and the 
United States on world organiza- 
tion.

It is known that 
the British 


plan, although not hard and fast, 
was unfolded for the prime min- 
isters' conference and won their 
approval. 
It is understood that 


it resembles the old League of Na- 
tions in many respects but pro-

Several of the "little nations" 


would like ground-^loor partici- 
pation In the. organization, or at 
very least more detailed Informa- 
tion on what the big three arc

The Pcoria Plan .started with the 


known fact that there arc many 
jobs which partially disabled per- 
sons can perform efficiently. 
The 


planners asked industries and busi- 
nesses to survey such job oppor- 
tunities. 
Then the whole com- 


munity pitched 
in and 
helped. 


Medical, icligious. fraternal and 
service organisations gave aid and 
advice in perfecting the program; 
local newspapers, radio stations 
and movie houses focused public 
attention on it. 
• And Pcoria called on district 
representatives of federal 'agencies 
for help. They knew that their ef- 
forts should tie in with legislation 
and plans for veterans now under 


" way in Washington. But they also 
knew that the final job must be 
done at w/iat - bureaucracy calls 
the. "local love!." 
• In the case'of handicapped'men. 
the Veterans' Administration will 
sec to it-that they learn new skills, 


. If necessary, in preparation for 
readjustment. 
But the govern- 


ment' cannot do all. The Pcoria 
planners decided that "delay is 
dangerous and demoralizing." and 
that their prime objective was to 
"conserve 
the greatest 
of 
all 


American assets—useful and self- 
respecting, human beings." 
• It became a city-wide concern 
that handicapped veterans should 
resume their places in community 
life quickly, not as objects of pity 
or charity,- but as normal citizens 
capable, of making their own way 
in a worthwhile job.

"We arc getting this help regu- 
larly", he said.. "Considering the 
number and necessities of our ar- 
my, this hfflp is far from being- 
sufficient. 
Naturally the reason 


for this, first of all, 'is the techni- 
cal difficulty of transportation. 


"To equip the Liberation Army 


with arms that would enable them 
to fight on equal terms against a 
much stronger enemy, we need, 
first of all tanks and anti-aircraft 
guns. Our second need is our own 
nirforce capable of dealing with 
our special tactical tasks. 
Our 


army has a sufficient personnel 
for tanks and air ct'cws. so there is 
no problem of personnel. 
"I take this occasion to stress 
that the allied airforcc activity in 
Yugoslovia has been of cpnsidcr- 
ablc help ip. our fight against the 
enemy".

"The peoples of Yugoslavia have 


a full right to expect immediate 
help from the UNRR/V". he said.

Asked whether there was any
